No money to spin 

IN YEARS gone by, our annual review of the top- 
earning ships in the country went under the title of 
The Moneyspinnera. For obvious reasons this Is a thing 
of the past and this week the results for 1975 are un- 
der a rather more sober heading. 

From almost every port the story is the same: out- 
standing performances by skippers, vessels and 
crews eroded away by costs. One thing is certain, the 
deepsea industry could not survive another year like 
the last and, yet, there is every prospect that things 
are going to get worse. 

For fishermen there was an early warning of what 
1978 might bring: the cut-baok off Iceland is going to 
mean the loss of 400 jobs. For the owners. It means 
that a year without Government subsidy will not even 
allow the top ships to break even. 

Last year, the Government subsidy waB a lifeline 
for the deepsea industry. This year the economic con- 
ditions for fishing are still as gloomy, but the subsidy 
has been withdrawn. There is no logic at all in this 
kind of Government thinking, unless it is to be deduc- 
ed that they want to preside over the end of British 
deepsea fishing. 

The resumption of subsidy would only be con- 
sidered, said the Minister of State for Fisheries and 
Agriculture, Edward Bishop, In the House of Com- 
mons last week, if an “overwhelming” case could be 
made by the industry.

SIR. IT IS difficult to be 
brief when writing about so 
complex a problem as 
mackerel fishing off 
Cornwall. Unfortunately, 
there are fishing politics and 
national politics at work. 

For example: our Govern- 
ment OBnnot afford to Iobb 
Scottish supporters to the 
Scottish Nationalist Party as it 
would coat too many seats, 
whereas in our area It aen only 
lose one neat. Therefore. It Is 
politically expedient for the 
Government to saorlfice the 
south western fleet In favour of 
the Scottish fleet — this Is 
politics at its roughest. 

The owners of the purser 
Quo Ved/a ask for faota; the 
above la one of these faota. If I 
read their statement in Fishing 
News (January 301 correctly, 
they ere now Implying legal ac- 
tion ngainst those of us who 
chose to publish such facts. Be 
that as it may. I foe! obliged to 
write and support the letter by 
Tony Atkinson, skipper of 
Vigilance (A20A), in Fishing 
News (January 30). 

The next feet is that the

fishing industry as a whole is t 
fighting to survive, each faction l 
doing the best it can regardless t 
of who else gets hurt. The c 
Icelandic cod war is an exam- I 
pie. 

The south western mackerel ! 
fleet has grown from nothing, t 
developing Its marketing and i 
catching power together, all ' 
basically financed with little 
Government help and, as such, I 
It must be "efficient". However 
the Scottish fleet has been j 
pampered beyond belief with . 
WFA grants/loans, Herring In- 
dustry Board grants/loans. 
Highlands and Island Develop- 
ment Board grants/loans and. 
now, FEOGA grants. 

Their herring fleet has 
developed some magnificent 
vessels and, between 
themselves and foreign purse 
98iner flaets, have in three 
years destroyed the stocks they 
were built to catch. As a result 
they are grossly over capitalis- 
ed and in one halt of e mess 
financially. 

They have our sympathy, but 
we ere not going to sacrifice 
our livelihoods to sustain their 
fleet. Much of the blame must 
lie with successive 
governments which have 
created this situation. 

Tony Atkinson sets out our 
problems over orders, 
marketing and the Intervention 
Board very well. As fisherman 
we are used to competing in 
the open market and, normally, 
we are competing over prices. 
In this case the Scots are now 
competing with us for the en- 
tire and very limited market. 
Without the orders and fresh 
market, we lose the lot. 

. Our local dlstrlot fisheries of- 
ficers assure us that we land aa 
good Bnd, frequently, better 


quality mackerel than the Scot- 
tish boats, so how Is It that 
they frequently beat us at 
marketing? 

Hers one makes deductions 
based on facts from various 
sources, including Government 
officials: firstly, the Soots have 
powerful and long-established 
international marketing con- 
nections: secondly, boats such 
as Gallic Rosa apparently are 
not in any Producer Organisa- 
tion and so sell at any price 
they can clear their fish at. We 
are told tills may be as low as 
£41 a ton, yet regulations com- 
poi us to charge £60 per ton. 

One official told me of 
another Scottish skipper 
operating through a Producer 
Organisation. He openly ad- 
mitted that the easy way 
arnund the Intervention 
Board's regulations is to charge 


Aa yet wa cannot control 
what happens outBlds the 12- 
mlle limit, but wa can make a 
start Inside that limit. The 
seabed from the Eddystone to 
the Wolf Rock Is now littered 
with dead mackerel to the ex- 
tent that It has become a 
problem. 

I heard of one sidewinder 
being dismasted trying to get 
thalr demersal trawl aboard as 
it was fouled with dead 
mackerel, Men I have fished 
with out of Newlyn tall me they 
have abandoned trawling on 
some of their traditional 
grounds because of dead 
mackerel. 

The south western mackerel 
fleet does not normally dump 
fish. We find the shoals 
become too "flighty", and we 
have a market for nearly 
everything we cen catch. 


Due to Improved techniques 
wa rarely "split" (my own trawl 
has split once this winter). In 
fact we lose leaa mackerel this 
way. even with a larger fleet, 
than used to be the case. Until 
thie season there has bean no 
problem with dead maokerel. 

The only new factor la the 
arrival of the Scottish boats — 
now purse seiners, end one 
freezer Orslno. Dick Spencer, 
skipper of Orsfno. with whom 
we have discussed our mutual 
catching and handling 
problems and with whom we 
get on very wall, will — I em 
sure — confirm that at times he 
catches far more than he needs 
or can hnndla. So has to "slip" 
same of that catch in ordor to 
save his gear and gel it up the 
stern rmnp: it being Impossible 
to judge accurately how much 
flBh has ontorod tho trawl. His 


catch is then graded and the 
undersized la dumped with the 
offal. 

However, puree seiners fre- 
quently have several shota In 
ona night, some of up to 300 
tons to a shot. If the quality la 
not to their liking they "slip" 
that shot. The following facts 
are difficult to be exact over: 
ona Government official, who 
has bean to aaa with one of the 
pursers on mackerel, estimates 
that at least 45 to 50 per cent 
of "slipped” fish died within 
hours. 

A friend who has been out 
with another purser says that 
skipper acknowledges at least 
45 per cent of the fish he slips 
dies. A further Government of- 
ficial who has bean out with a 
purser tells me that the sapper 
he Balled with revealed that he 
killed about 60 par cent of what 
he pursed. 

Frightening isn't It? In one 
night a puraor may have five or 
six shots, soy of 200 tons each. 
That is 1,000 tons, of which 
450 ta BOO tons will soon dia 
as a result of ona night’s fishing 
by one purse seiner. 

‘ The owners of Quo Vadis 
state that they havo dona 
nothing detrimental to tho 
fishing off the south wost 
coast; thiB shows their Ig- 


norance of mackerel. They are 
fish that need to swim freely to 
live, and everyone else has 
found that onoa mackerel have 
baan bagged closely the ma- 
jority of them dia. 

If the owners of Giro Vadis 
aro correct, can they explain 
why there haa never been this 
problem with dead mackerel 
until the puree seiners arrived 
down here, and that the 
problem la worst where the 
pursers have fished heavily. 

Two things are certain; the 
local fleet ie not responsible 
and the Russians, fishing well 
outside the 12-mlla limit, can- 
not be blamed either. 

If one looks baok to before 
the last war, every stock of fish 
that puree seiners have turned 
their attention to haa since 
baon destroyed, starting with 
the Californian pilchard (If my 
memory is correct) and ending 
with the North See herring. 

As a start to conservation of 
mackerel and allied species, it 
would seem that the only sen- 
sible move is to ban tha 
catching and landing of thaso 
spocioa by purae seiners, at 
least until a groat deal of 
research has bean carried out 
ns to tho offsets they havo on

the correct price, but Invoice 
buyers for 70 per cent of the 
tonnage sold. Such methods 
could certainly account for us 
losing some of our markets. 

Can any of us really afford 
such a cut price war? I cannot 
BBS the Scottish fleet letting us 
do It to thBm in their home 
waters. 

Anothor point not generally 
known is that last October the 
French fishing industry ob- 
jected to the behaviour of some 
Scottish boots selling frosh 
mackerel at dumping prices. 
The result was that they made 
representations to our Govern- 
ment to havo this stopped. 

They also personally told 
some of our members that they 
were standing by and, at six 
hours' notice, could blockade 
all imports of British fish to 
EEC countries from the Baltic 
to the Adriatic. And, that if we 
did not stop the Scottish boats 
from selling at those ridiculous 
prices, they would do so. 

Through the South Western 
Fish Producer Organisation and 
the local MAFF officials, we 
stopped these Scottish boats. 
Yet, few people realise the in- 
dustry was within hours of los- 
ing ail its continental markets 
due to thesB few Scottish 
boats I 

For us road transport is 
i another aggravation If we have 
i to send large quantities for fish' 
i meal. There are not enough 
, suitable lorries available; we 
. already drew from a 200-mile 
i radius; and on "Black Friday" 

• wa supplied the total flah meal

‘Blue Riband' for the second year running. But, as If to 
prove it la not only the British fleet which has been knock- 
ed sideways by fishing economics, she earned less money 
and caught leas fish. 

Sha landed 4.B03 tonnes during 1975 which sold for 
6.877,697 francs (approximately £688,7691. This was down 
from her previous year's total by around 1,000 tonnes end 1.9 
million francs (£19,000). Margat, owned by Peoherles Menaeae 
et Seneghal, was built at Qydnla, Poland, in 1973. A stern 
trawler, aha Is one of a highly successful dess. 

She began 1975 by working mackerel In January. February 
and Maroh on the English grounds. Then, until the end of June, 
aha worked off Faroe for white flats. During August the boat 
caught herring off the ooeat of Scotland. Using her pslaglo 
trawls, she then worked the herring grounds from the north of 
the North See down to the Sandettla Bank. Her skipper, Fran- 
cois Libert Is not without misgivings about future prospects.

FIVE trawlera In the 
Stevenson fishing fleet at 
Newlyn, Cornwall, have 
been put up for aale. 

These are the four 74ft. 
steel pocket trawlers, built 
some 15 years ago. and a 30- 
year-old ?5ft. wooden trawler. 

This decision has been 
taken by the trawler firm, 
which has the largest fleet in 
the south west, because of the 
uncertain future of the fishing 
industry, plus the present 
high costs, with the severe in- 
flation of recent years. 

There are currently 14 
boats in this Newlyn fleet, 
and the five advertised will be 
sold only as a fleet, at the end 
of this year, if a suitable price 
is offered. 

It is not planned to buy 
other new trawlers to replace 


these, for the firm will still 
have nine first-class units. 

The Stevenson fleet landed 
over half of fhe white fish 
landed at Newlyn last year 
and, with its expanding ex- 
port business, the firm is the 
Diggest exporter of mackerel 
in the south west. The firm's 
lorries go nationwide and to 
the Continent. 

Although there is a largo 
number of fishermen and 
shore staff employed by the 
firm, it is not easy these days 
to get the men prepared to 
crew the larger boats. 


FINDUS TO 
MOVE OUT 



FINDUS 1b to close down 
its modern fish processing 
factory at Aberdeen over 
a run down period star- 
ting May 26. 

The close down, to be com- 
pleted by the end of August, 
will affect the jobs of 173 full- 
time, and juBt over 200 part- 
time. workers. 

The shutdown is due to an 
alarming decline in the de- 
mand for the Aberdeen fac- 
tory’s products. The factory is 
the most modern in Europe 
and was opened in 1970. 

Colin Birch, technical 
director, said the company in- 
vested £760,000 in Aberdeen 
to build the factory and it is 
particularly sad to announce 
its closure. 

The Aberdeen factory, 
despite various economy and 
efficiency measures, has been 
running 'for 18 months at an 
unexpectedly high overhead 
cost level compared with the 
Humberside factories. The 
announcement continued 
that the firm could no longer 
afford to sustain this excess 
cost. 


The remaining smoked 
production in Aberdeen w 
Be transferred to the Cfosb 
and Blackwell factory at 
Peterhead and the fillet 
production to other Findus 
factories on Humberside. 

The statement added that 
the drop in demand is not be- 
ing felt in other Findus 
products, where demand is 
very satisfactory.

THE DEPARTMENT of 
Trade 'b award for the 
moBt outstanding rescue 
of 1975 has gone to 
Scrabst'er Auxiliary 
Coast Rescue Company.

Owners hit at Lowestoft boats as 

‘Flabby’ plaice 
floods market 


FIVE Lowestoft 
trawlers invaded 
Grimsby last week and 
just about flooded the 
markets with what 
some fish merchants 
called ’upalong’ or 
'flabby* plaice. 

These are terms coined for 
out-of-season fish landed 
about this time of the year 
when the flesh is usually a bit 
thinner than later in the 
season. 

However, the abundant 
supplies did not plense 
everyone and some vessel 
operators were annoyed about 
the plaice dumping at 
Grimsby because the 
Lowestoft markets wero 
saturated. 

Coupled with heavy 
Danish overland imports, 
barely touched by tariffs, 
some Grimsby vessels landing 
plaice fell they should have 
got a belter price. 

Most of the fish sold, and 
that which didn't, was mostly 
swiil lowed up by pulfood 
buyers.

Live lobsters dropped into 
boiling water struggle for 
several minutes and death is 
obviously not immediate. 

Lobsters nnd crabs have at 
Inst found n voice, in the 
Humane Education Centre. 
In October, the centre 
demonstrated a stunning 
machine developed from 
research hy Dr. -John Baker 
(emeritus reader in cytology 
nt Oxford University) into 
humane ways oF killing 
lobsters.

Licences for shell 
fishermen. 

The merits «f the licensing 
scheme re nun mended in the 
recent Edward's Etepurl have 
been discussed hy fishermen 
nil over the country. 

I under. st nnd thnt the 
recommendation did not 
meet with Government ap- 
proval partly because of what 
is called the "Public Right of 
Fishery", though it must be 
said that any attempt to hring 
in licensing of fishermen 
could he political dynamite. 

I’m sure I’m not the only 
one who is disappointed that 
some kind of scheme to 
regulate shellfishing has not 
been hrought in. 

One of the points at issue is 


fishing, it is the spare-time 
fishermen, to my way of 
thinking, who should be sub- 
jected to controls. Spare-time 
fishermen already have a 
full-time, fully paid, regular 
job on snore ana fish only at 
weekends or in the evenings. 
Some have registered fishing 
boats, many do not. I would 
also include divers in this 
group. 

The Government scientists 
researching shellfisheries In 
this country need to have as 
much information as possible 
on the numbers of pots being 
used, so that they can assess 
stocks and estimate what 
effects fishing has on them. 

Not many of the spare-time 
fishermen pass their catch 
figures on to the local fishery 
officer — and I'll venture the 
comment that even fewer of 
them admit additional enr- 
nings to the tax office. 

The suggested licensing 
scheme would have made cer- 
tain that nccurnte statistics 
were Available. In hnving a 
licence issued to him, a 
fisherman would agree to 
provide tho fishery officer 
with the details of his catch 
nnd the number of pots he us- 
ed. There would have heon no 
discrimination within the 
scheme, hut only owners uf 
registered fishing bunts would 
have been included. 

The Edward’s Report also 
suggested (lint the system of 
registration fur fishing hunts 
he amended so thnt only eum- 
niemul boats would be 
registered in future: yarhts 
and rubber dinghies, which 
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can be included in the ex- 
isting scheme, would be ex- 
cluded. 

I think all fishermen are 
agreed that the time has come 
for sensible management of 
our lobster fisheries. It has 
been proved in other coun- 
tries that minimum sizes 
alone are not enough to 
protect the stock. Some con- 
trol of fishing effort is essen- 
tial. 

A licensing scheme for the 
fishing of lobsters would have 
been a start. To use the 
“Public Right of Fishery" as 
a reason for rejecting licen- 
sing is a fallacy when the 
Right has already been in- 
fringed by Government,
